WHAT IF POP CULTURE vandals 
traveled back in time to destroy Dan 
Brown's only manuscript for The Da 
Vinci Code? Then they stopped off in 
2009 to swipe the Hitler-killing final reel 
from Quentin Tarantino’s Inglourious 
Basterds? The course of alt-history 
would be forever, well...altered. While 
fanciful interpretations of the past have 
always existed in Hollywood, those 

two titles helped fuel the industry’s cur- 
rent passion for taking true-life events 
and twisting them. Where sci-fi and 
fantasy have traditionally focused on 
the future, the new trend is to backtrack 
and reenvision world events—with films 
adding mutants, monsters, and robots 
to the historical record. 

The latest example? X-Men: First 
Class, which is set during the Cold War 
in the early ’60s, with a pre-nemesis 
Magneto (Michael Fassbender) and pre- 
hair-loss Professor X (James McAvoy) 
joining the U.S. government to 
help defuse the Cuban Missile Crisis. 


“There’s something 
automatically com- 
pelling about it. 
You’re saying to the 
audience: ‘You think 
you know history, 
but the real story is 
this)” says Simon 
Kinberg, a producer 
of First Class and the 
currently shooting Abraham Lincoln: 
Vampire Hunter, which imagines slave- 
devouring bloodsuckers as the secret 
reason for the South’s secession.

If X-Men’s prequel series continues, 
other ’60s-era strife could figure into 
new plots, says Kinberg. “It is arguably 
the richest decade in American history, 
with the Kennedy assassination, civil 
rights, Vietnam.” (Of course, given First 
Class’ soft opening—underperforming 
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with $55.1 million—the mutants may 
be done with the decade.) 

In the coming months, other eras 
will also be getting extreme makeovers 
courtesy of the movies: John Cusack 
goes back to the 1840s in an as-yet- 
untitled mystery in which author Edgar 
Allan Poe hunts a serial killer; Nazis pop 
up again in Captain America: The First 


X-MEN: FIRST CLASS 


Avenger, which has 
the hero helping turn 
the tide of World War II 
by battling Hitler’s 
(fictional) high-tech 
force HYDRA; and 
Joel and Ethan Coen 
are developing a 
drama based on 
Michael Chabon’s 2007 
novel The Yiddish 
Policemen’s Union, in 
which Jewish refugees 
from World War II were not relocated to 
Israel, but settled in Alaska. The Cold 
War space race features prominently in 
Transformers: Dark of the Moon, with the 
Apollo I! moon landing revealed to be a 
secret mission to recover a crashed 
Autobot spacecraft before the Soviets. 
“There’s also an alternate explanation 
for the Chernobyl incident we worked 
in as well,” says screenwriter Ehren 
Kruger (Arlington Road, The Skeleton Key), 
who claims these historical flourishes 
appeal to the conspiracy theorist in all 
of us. “We're just living in an age where 
people are a little skeptical of what 
they’ve been told. They know there’s a 
spin on everything.” 

It also appeals to our innate desire 
to rewrite history. “People love 
Monday-morning quarterbacking,” 

_ so says Jeff Goldsmith, who 

“= runs the screenwriting 
podcast The Q&A and is 
adapting his own script 
from the 1983 sci-fi cult novel 
A Rebel in Time, about a 
racist who travels back in 
time to arm Confederate 
soldiers with machine guns. 
Since Hollywood already 
has a shoddy reputation for 
historical accuracy, he 
believes there’s little chance 
these more outlandish fictions will 
confuse young minds. “If any student 
really thinks the Cuban Missile Crisis 
ended because of mutants, God bless 
them,” Goldsmith says. “I hope they’re 
doing well in their other subjects.” m

Dr. Drew Pins ’S 
Bad Medicine? 


<a hee’ ) When Grease star Jeff Conaway died 

E May 27 after a lifelong battle with 
addiction, Dr. Drew Pinsky was quick to 
publicly declare that the star’s demise 
was not an overdose. The 60-year-old’s body, the doctor said, 
simply gave out after years of prescription-drug abuse. 

The distinction makes a big difference to Pinsky—and to his 
VH1 reality series, Celebrity Rehab With Dr. Drew, which counted 
Conaway as one of its most famous patients. The show has been 
under fire since it debuted three years ago, but Conaway’s 
pneumonia-related death—coupled with the March loss of 
another Rehab alum, Alice in Chains bassist Mike Starr—has 
revived the debate over the practice of trying to help faded stars 
get sober under the glare of the spotlight. “We are portraying the 
treatment of a fatal illness,” Pinsky tells EW. “If you treat fatal 
diseases in a public program, people we treat are going to die.” 

Though no rehab program, televised or not, should be 
blamed for a participant’s death, many in the addiction- 
treatment community say it’s time to pull the plug on Rehab 
(which begins a new season June 26). “How could this be 
working, a doctor benefiting fame-wise and financially from 
patients’ misery?” asks Dr. Jeffrey Foote, cofounder of 
NYC’s substance-abuse facility Center for Motivation and 
Change. And Dr. David Sack, CEO of celeb-friendly rehab 
center Promises, adds, “This is not the optimal way to 
treat people, and I don’t think a responsible physician 
can say, ‘I have a better way to do this, but I’m 
going to do it the worst way.” f WW

PEOPLE OFTEN ASK, “What's it like being a stand-up comedian?” This is like asking 
someone with a compulsive disorder, “What's it like washing your hands 93 times a 
day?” Like comedy, it may feel wonderful as you lather up, but in the end all you have is 
chapped skin and a deep sense of foreboding, I can tell you this: Stand-up is not glam- 
orous. People are used to seeing celebrities on the red carpet, lip gloss poppin’ like a 
backup dancer in a Gucci Mane video. They are less accustomed to seeing celebrities 
in line at Starbucks with a murderous cowlick, or stumbling through the Detroit 
airport with a four-alarm hangover, moaning like a zombie on the hunt for brains. 
Yet this is what life on the road is like: inedible room service, inoperable gym equip- 
ment, banshee infants braying next door, an interminable parade of fart-noising Morning 
Zoos. It is not for the faint of heart, or for those who don’t find fart noises hilarious. 
What follows is an incomplete diary of a trip I took recently to perform in Lexington, 
Ky., home of man-made duck ponds and bourbon-soaked dreams. 
WEDNESDAY, 4:30 A.M. I depart for the airport. I was up until 1 a.m. shooting a TV 
pilot, so I have had three hours of sleep. By “sleep,” I mean I lay in bed agonizing about 
how little sleep I would get, until I realized I would get no sleep at all and got up to look 
at news online. If I can’t sleep, at least I can be pee-on-myself terrified by world events.

Over the course of 20 seasons on Gunsmoke, James 
Arness embodied the best virtues of both the Old West 
and Western TV shows.

While most shows are lucky to pull off 
one juicy cliff-hanger a season, Pretty 
Little Liars delivers them in every epi- 
sode, wrapped up in a bow of relatable 
friendships and quirky fashion. It’s that 
cocktail of Gossip Girls sartorial acumen, 
Veronica Mars’ brainteasing, and J Know 
What You Did Last Summer’s thrills that 
has cemented the show as the hottest 
guilty pleasure in the teen universe. 

Liars focuses on a tight-knit high school 
quartet—outspoken Spencer (Troian 
Bellisario), feisty Hanna (Ashley Benson), 
demure Emily (Shay Mitchell), and level- 
headed Aria (Lucy Hale)—who became 
estranged after the disappearance of their 
clique’s queen, Alison, during a sleepover. 
When Alison's body was discovered a year 
later, the remaining four regrouped, only 
to be tormented by the elusive “A” via 
sinister texts and emails that have spilled 
secrets large (Aria’s dad’s affair) and small 
(Emily’s romantic dalliances as a lesbian). 
And he or she is not done yet. 

Even the foursome—all of whom are, 
by the way, very pretty and little—dies 
with anticipation over the show’s mys- 
teries. “I always try and steal the 
scripts,” says Benson.

controversial were kept intact, like Aria 
secretly dating a teacher and Emily com- 
ing out as a lesbian, though a secondary 
character’s suicide and Emily’s trip to a 
gay-reform program were left on the 
bookshelves.

All roads in Pretty Little Liars, however, 
lead to the mystery about Alison’s death 
and the identity of the sinister “A.” But 
not everyone wants answers.

Curb Your 
Enthusiasm’s 
Larry David 
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Steven Spielberg and 
J.J. Abrams photographed 
on April 25, 2011, in 


Santa Monica 
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here is a wallin J.J. Abrams’ 
office bearing the image of a 
silly man looking like he just 

ate something awful. He’s a 
cartoonish character lifted from 
the packaging of novelty items 
and magic tricks Abrams loved 


as a kid. The wall itselfis a clever 
gag too, for itis also a sliding 
door to another, more private 
room, which on this April morning 
is being used by another icon 
from Abrams’ childhood—someone who has become a 
very real part of his present. “I would be lying if] said there 
aren’t moments that leave me paralyzed with disbelief,” 
says Abrams of his surreal friendship with our most 
celebrated living director. “Steven Spielberg. Crazy.” 


Movie fans are now seeing for them- 
selves what happens when two of the 
industry’s most creative minds decide 
to dream up cool stuff together. Super 8, 
written and directed by Abrams and 
produced by Spielberg, is a PG-18 sci-fi 
adventure in the old-school Amblin 
mode engineered to evoke the movies 
Abrams loved as a kid, including Spiel- 
berg’s E.T. and Jaws. It’s suffused with 
nostalgia for the filmmakers’ wonder 
years, which were largely spent doing 
what they’re doing now: making mov- 
ies. The story, set in 1979, follows a 
tight-knit band of geeky proto-Goonies 
(mostly newcomers; see page 68) who 
witness a horrific train derailment one 
night while making a zombie movie 
using a Super 8 camera. Soon they’re 
tracking a monstrous and possibly mis- 
understood entity that has recently 
escaped from military confinement. 

Some might say the Abrams-Spielberg 
partnership was inevitable. They’d cer- 
tainly crossed paths many times— 
including a close encounter when 
Abrams was just 15 (more on that later). 
In 1989 Abrams—a promising young 
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screenwriter thanks to his script for 
Taking Care of Business—formally met 
Spielberg while pitching ideas for a pro- 
posed sequel to Who Framed Roger Rab- 
bit. Fifteen years later, Abrams, who'd 
by now become a hotshot TV producer 
with Felicity and Alias, declined an invi- 
tation from Spielberg to write the script 
for War of the Worlds, due to the demands 
of launching Lost. But the courtship did 
facilitate an introduction to someone 
who would launch Abrams’ feature-film 
directing career: Tom Cruise. (The 
superstar handpicked Abrams to make 
Mission: Impossible III.) Since then 
Abrams and Spielberg have become 
closer, with the former often seeking the 
latter’s advice. “Steven has been my 
consigliere,” says Abrams, 44. “I feel like 
there’s been a collaboration going on 
long before Super 8.” 

A few years ago, when Abrams got the 
idea to make a coming-of-age movie about 
wannabe young filmmakers growing up 
in the late ’70s, he asked Spielberg to 
serve as the project’s godfather. “What 
appealed to me was that it was biograph- 
ical for both of us,” says Spielberg, 64, 


who had spent his own childhood mak- 
ing 8mm movies with his father’s cam- 
era. “We've always been nostalgic guys, 
and we always talk about the movies 
that we loved. We also share a passion 
for science fiction, and I had been work- 
ing on a number of ideas about kids 
making movies, so it was an interesting 
merger that took place between us.” The 
movie truly snapped into focus when 
Abrams decided to flesh out the plot by 
blending in a monster- movie idea he had 
already pitched to Paramount, inspired

by a conspiracy theory concerning the 
alien hot spot/military base known as 
Area 51. The result is a movie that could 
be called “Spielbergian”—a word that 
Spielberg himself dislikes, especially 
since it diminishes what he believes is a 
milestone movie for Abrams. “In many 
ways I think J.J. has made his first film 
with Super 8,” says Spielberg. “J.J. has a 
very original, unique voice, and this is 
the first time he’s been able to turn up 
the volume on how he tells stories and 
the themes he thinks about. I don’t see 
homage when I see this film. I see J.J.’s 
whole childhood expressed on the 
screen, and everything he is, and every- 
thing he wants to be.” 

Abrams and Spielberg spoke to EW 
about filmmaking and about the seri- 
ous business of being kids. 


EW What first compelled you to pick up 
a movie camera and tell a story? 
Steven Spielberg The first movie I made 
was a means to another end. I was 
denied a chance to break my trains for 
the 20th time. My dad said, “You break 
your trains one more time, I’m taking 
the set away.” So I took my dad’s movie 
camera and staged the final train 
wreck—which is ironic, since we have 
this humongous train wreck in Super 8. I 
shot one train going left to right, and the 
other train going right to left, and then 
shot both running into each other. After 
that, I was able to enjoy watching the 
trains collide without having to risk 
breaking them. [Later] I was going for a 
photography merit badge in the Boy 
Scouts. We were supposed to tell a story 
with photographs, and my dad’s still 
camera was not working. I asked, “What 
if I told a story on the 8mm instead?” I 
got the badge and a career out of it. 

J.J. Abrams Do you still have the badge? 
Spielberg I still have the whole sash! Of 
course 90 percent of the badges I earned 
are [for] skills I never practice anymore. 
Abrams I went to Universal Studios for a 
tour before it was an amusement park.

I went to the Army surplus store and 
got WWII American helmets. For the 
German costumes, we dyed white 
T-shirts black and glued cutout eagles 
holding swastikas onto them. I would go 
with 20 friends and shoot for three or 
four weekends in a row. 

Abrams The Super 8 experience that 
sticks out the most to me was the movie 
I was making in high school when I met 
Matt Reeves [Abrams’ Felicity co-creator 
and Cloverfield director]. It was a geek-in- 
love-with-a-girl-in-school story, except it 
was a comedy-meets-science fiction- 
meets-love story. What I liked about it 
was it did my favorite thing, or attempted 
to, which is to combine genres. 

EW J.J., you told me it was “uncool” to 
be a moviemaking nerd during your 
’70s youth. Steven, was that your expe- 
rience too? 

Spielberg I was so uncool that there was 
nothing I could have done to be any 
uncooler. Making movies just made 
me king of the geeks. 

EW You screened these movies for your 
friends and family? 

Spielberg Strangers, too. My mom and 
dad were amazingly cooperative. And 
I'd charge 25 cents, It’s how I paid my 
dad back for letting me use his camera. 
Abrams Genius. I was always just doing it 
for my friends. I’d be watching them the 
whole time. Did they get that moment? 
Did that work? It reminds me of when I 
was younger and would do magic tricks.

EW J.J., when you were a teenager, you 
and Matt Reeves helped restore Steven’s 
8mm movies, correct? 

Abrams Yes. Matt and I were in a Super 8 
camera film festival, and the L.A. Times 
did an article about the festival, and there 
was a picture of us. At the time, every 
director in Hollywood had a beard. But at 
15, Matt and I did not. So the caption on 
the photo was “Beardless Wonders.” We 
received a call from Steven’s assistant, 
who said Steven’s 8mm movies were in 
disrepair and asked us if we would fix 
them. If this were a movie, I’d say, “You 
know the part I don’t believe? That the 
greatest director in history would trust 
these kids with no beards to touch these 


movies of incredible significance.” 
Spielberg Because when I saw the picture 
I said, “Those are the two most trust- 
worthy faces I’ve seen in months!” 
Abrams I remember this one film where 
it said, “Written and directed by Steve 
Spielberg.” Not “Steven.” Steve Spiel- 
berg! I wanted to take one of those 
“Steve Spielberg” frames and keep it 
for myself, but Matt talked me out of it. 
Spielberg People only called me Steven 
after my first screen credit. I prefer 
Steve, but those days are long gone.

and wanted to be part of was James 
Bond. When I started out as a TV direc- 
tor, my pie-in-the-sky dream was to 
make a little movie that would get some 
notoriety, and then [the late Bond 
series producer] Cubby Broccoli would 
call me and ask me to direct the next 
James Bond picture. But I could never 
get Cubby Broccoli to hire me—and 
now, sadly, they can’t afford me. 


EW What got you interested in telling 
stories about alien visitation? 

Spielberg What was engaging to me were 
all the UFO reports of the 1950s and 
1960s. So I was just determined to make 
a movie about the UFO phenomenon. 
I didn’t think of it as science fiction. I 
thought Close Encounters was science 
speculation. I’m a little less convinced 
now than! was back in the 70s, but I was 


pretty convinced we had been visited. I 
also wanted to make a movie about Water- 
gate, so that whole story was my version 
of melding two genres—the political con- 
spiracy genre and the UFO phenomenon. 
EW As your career has progressed, 
your alien stories have gotten darker. 
Close Encounters and E.T: presented 
aliens as benevolent. But War of the 
Worlds and your new TV series Falling 
Skies, not so much. 

Spielberg Before Close Encounters, all the 
encounters between man and alien in 
the movies were hostile, so I thought I 
would buck the trend. I simply didn’t 
believe that anything traveling 10 million 
light-years to Earth was coming here to 
blow us to smithereens. As I got older, 
and as I watched the world starting to 
blow itself up, I got a little more cynical. 
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EW J.J., you’ve said something I have 
heard others in Hollywood say, which is 
that it’s hard to believe a studio could 
make Close Encounters today because... 
Abrams It’s the story of a man who aban- 
dons his family for aliens! Moreover, the 
last 15 minutes, the main characters 
don’t do anything. They’re just observ- 
ing the aliens. There are all these rea- 
sons why the movie shouldn’t work—and 
it couldn’t work more perfectly. 
Spielberg When older people read my 
script, they wanted me to make him a sin- 
gle man who wouldn’t have to give up his 
family. I saw it as a story about a man who 
has to follow his dream—his obsession— 
to its natural conclusion. Everybody of my 
generation got it, but everybody older 
thought it was irresponsible. 

Abrams It would never have been as 
powerful if he had been a single guy. 
Spielberg But I must tell you, I would 
not have written it that way today, now 
that I have seven children. Never. I 
would never write a story today that 
encourages the father and husband to 
abandon his family. 

EW Steven, being on the set of Super 8 
and its evocation of the late ’70s—what 
was that experience like for you? 
Spielberg When I came onto the set and 
I saw these kids improvising and being 
raucous, it just completely threw me 
back to how much fun I had making E.T. 
It was the first movie I ever made where 


I wanted to have a family after I said 
goodbye to my actors. I never had any 
idea I was going to be a dad or any 
ambition for that; I was just a complete 
cinephile. #.7. transformed me as a 
person completely, and changed what I 
was hoping to have in my future. 

EW Super 8 aspires to have the balance 
of human emotion and high-concept sci- 
fithat films like Z.7. and Close Encounters 
possess. Was it difficult to achieve? 
Abrams It’s something we wrestled with. 
E.T. wasn’t really an alien-visitation 
story. At heart it was a movie about a 
family struggling with divorce. Those 
family scenes are the ones I cared most 
about. But I wonder, with today’s cine- 
matic style being so boom, boom, boom, if 
a movie that had that number of quieter 
scenes could be “studio-approved,” so to 
speak. Yet when you watch E.T, there’s 
only one way that movie could have had 
the emotional punch it had, and it was 
the way it was made. For me, Super 8 
involved the challenge of figuring that 
balance out for myself. 

EW Do you consider Super 8 an overt 
homage to Steven’s early oeu- 
vre, as well as other films that 
influenced you like Halloween, 
Alien, and Stand by Me? 
Abrams There are moments 
that share the DNA of moy- 
ies that Steven has made. 
Had we not been collaborat-

ing, I probably wouldn’t have done it. 
But the movie began as nothing other 
than an opportunity to visit that time 
in my life and Steven’s life that was so 
important. It’s impossible to do a movie 
that takes place in the late ’70s about 
a group of kids with a science-fiction 
element and not have it cross over 
into territory covered extensively. 
Working with you, in a weird way, 
allowed this movie to be the truest 
version of what it would be. 

Spielberg You could have made this 
movie just as great without my involve- 
ment. All films owe an allegiance to 
films that had a powerful impact on us. 
We're colored by everything. Especially 
in this digital age, our brains are clut- 
tered with so much noise that a century 
of information overload has given us. 
You’ve got to duck and cover if you want 
to stay true to an original idea. The 
thing that impressed me more than any- 
thing is this troupe of kids, who have 
such an original voice and are so unique 
in their passions for making movies. It 
makes us feel safe when we can com- 
pare it to other things that 
are more anchored in tradi- 
tion and in the firmament of 
film history. But that, for me, 
is even superseded by these 
kids. I root for these kids 
from the beginning, right to 
the very end. m

there, with news to share. 

Was it a breakup announcement? After 
all, the Orange County quartet—vocalist 
Gwen Stefani, 41; bassist Tony Kanal, 40; 
guitarist Tom Dumont, 48; and drum- 
mer Adrian Young, 41—haven’t released 
a new studio album since 2001’s Rock 
Steady. And Stefani’s calendar, which 
includes a solo career, clothing lines, 
and marriage and two young sons with 
musician Gavin Rossdale, 45, is packed 
solid. But happily, no; read on to find 
out what we learned. 


EW So, guys, what’s up? 
Um, we are...what if I said 
something really bad? 
We’re all having sex 
changes! 

We've made a record. We're 
really excited about it. We’re in the final 
stages now. It’ll be out this year. 

We only have a few more songs 
to finish. It’s been a really long process. 
Fun, but it’s starting to get not as fun. 


We started writing in 2008, when 
Gwen was pregnant with [second son] 
Zuma. We spent that year trying to 
write, and we hit a block. 


Not writing songs. Like, going 
in and hitting your head against the 
wall for hours and feeling really bad 
about yourself for days and days. We 
definitely took a snail’s pace, but only 
because we all have so much going 
on. My day consists of waking up with 
babies, and then working out, my 
clothing lines, and picking them up 
from school, and then rolling into the 
studio at 4:30 and you only have a few 
hours before you have to be up with 
the kids again. And I can’t do it five 
days a week. I have to be home with 
them for dinner. 

EW Does the new material have the 
same punk-ska sound as before? 

it It covers a lot of ground in 
the sense that we’ve always covered 
a lot of ground. We’ve always had a

Stefani It’s such a natural thing for us to 
be in our band; we’ve been doing it our 
whole lives. But then all of a sudden, 
these other humans joined in, little tiny 
ones that are really demanding. It’s 
challenging, especially for me because 
I’m the mom. They’re just the dads. 
EW Just the dads? 

Stefani I’m saying they have their wives 
with them. I don’t have my wife with me. 
But you get to see a lot more. Normally, I 
would sleep the whole tour and just wake 


up to do the show. But you take [the kids] 
places on the days off. We’ve seen, like, 
every museum in every city of the world. 
EW What’s new with your solo career, 
Gwen? Are you also recording?

JAY ASHER HAD DREADED this 
moment. It was his first book signing, 
and one woman had been hanging 
back, waiting for the crowd to thin. 
Finally, she walked up to the table. Her 
14-year-old son had taken his own life 
a few years earlier, and she’d read 
Asher’s book. “My heart just stopped,” 
recalls the author, 35. “I was thinking, 
‘Here we go. Here’s where somebody’s 
going to totally chew me out.’” 
Asher’s YA novel Thirteen Reasons 
Why is a great read that happens to be 
about teen suicide. It’s suspenseful and 
addictive and more entertaining than 
people might expect—or, Asher feared, 
might want. The book has an irresist- 
ible hook: High school junior Clay 
Jensen comes home from school one 
day and finds a box containing seven 
cassettes. When he pops in the first, he

hears the voice of a classmate, Hannah 
Baker, who recently killed herself. “I’m 
about to tell you...why my life ended,” 
she says calmly.

Since it came out in 2007, Thirteen 
Reasons Why has grown into a word-of- 
mouth phenomenon, hitting the New 
York Times best-seller list six months 
after its release and lodging there for 
65 straight weeks. Sales never flagged— 
and as a result, the book is only now 
being published in paperback (it’s in 
stores June 14). From the beginning,

After college, Asher spent 
years trying to kick-start a career writing 
children’s picture books. Publishers 
weren’t interested. In the mid-1990s, ——— 
while he was taking an audio tour of a 

King Tut exhibit at the Luxor casino, it occurred to him that 
a character listening to a recorded voice could be a good 
framework for a novel. Around the same time, the author 
says, a close relative tried to end her own life. “There wasn’t 
one final big thing that happened to her,” he says. “It just got 
to the point where she gave up hope of things getting better.” 
It was almost a decade later that Asher, driving home and 
letting his mind wander, realized he had two perfectly 
matching parts for a novel. “I pulled into this gas-station 
parking lot because I was so riveted by the concept,” he says. 
“I scribbled down the first 10 pages in longhand.” 

Asher worked on Thirteen Reasons Why for three years. 
But just as he was nearing the end, he lost confidence. One 
night he took his wife out for an expensive dinner that they 
couldn’t afford, and announced that he was scrapping the 
book, giving up writing for good. Looking back, he thinks 
that he was terrified of this deeply personal novel getting 
rejected by publishers. “My wife started crying, because 
ever since she knew me, that was my dream, to be a pub- 
lished author. When your wife cries, you'll do anything to get 
her to stop crying, so I said, ‘Okay. I'll finish this one book.” 

Asher’s manuscript did, in fact, get rejected. Twelve times.

Reasons Why, Asher’s expectations were 

modest. But early readers were hooked, and 
word spread online. It wasn’t long before fans started to 
find Asher through his MySpace page. “The most common 
thing I’d hear was just ‘This book makes me more aware 
that even the small things I do can have an effect on people.’ 
But I’ve also heard from teens who say, ‘I was suicidal when 
I picked up your book, and I identified with Hannah, and I 
wanted her to live.” When I started getting emails like 
that...I can’t even describe the feeling.” Tearful teens also 
approached him after readings to share their stories: 
“When somebody’s face-to-face with you saying, ‘I may not

totally excited about it; my publisher was 
excited about it,” he says. “And that’s 
when fear overtook me. I was afraid of 
having it seen as a massive failure, either 
because it didn’t sell well or it didn’t 
mean as much to readers.” For two years 
he didn’t write a word of fiction. The book 
still sits unfinished on his hard drive. 

It was an email from fellow YA novelist Carolyn Mackler 
(Tangled) that finally got him writing again. Mackler pitched 
the idea of a book written by both of them, told from alternat- 
ing points of view. He loved the concept, and not just because 
Mackler is one of his favorite authors. “I knew it was going to 
free me up to write again,” he says, “because people aren’t 
going to see it as a direct follow-up.” The result, titled The 
Future of Us, is about two mid-’90s teens who log on to AOL 
one day and discover their future Facebook profiles. Though 
the novel’s not due out until November, Warner Bros. has 
already picked up the film rights. 

Not surprisingly, Hollywood has also shown interest in 
Thirteen Reasons Why. Asher has turned down several offers 
because the producers in question didn’t seem to under- 
stand the novel. “All it took was somebody saying the wrong 
thing about one scene and I was like, ‘I’ll hold on to it for a 
little while longer,” he says. But eventually somebody man- 
aged to convince him: Disney star Selena Gomez. Asher and 
his wife don’t have a TV, so when Gomez requested a meet- 
ing, he only vaguely knew who she was. He met with her and 
her mother at an L.A. restaurant called Sushi Dan. “It was 
kind of intimidating when I found out they wanted to go to 
sushi, because I don’t know how to use chopsticks very 
well,” he says. “I’m like, ‘Oh, I’m going to make a total fool 
out of myself” And I kind of did, but whatever. We had a fun 
talk about the book. And they totally got it. Their vision for 
the movie was identical to mine.” The film—which Univer- 
sal will distribute—is in development. 

One person who'll no doubt be watching closely is Asher’s 
relative, the woman whose suicide attempt helped inspire 
Thirteen Reasons Why. Over the years Asher has shared many 
of the reader emails with her, and says she’s thrilled that her 
experience has indirectly made a difference in so many lives. 
“She says that if she had to go through that to inspire a book 
that has gotten this response from teens, then it was worth 
it,” says Asher. “That’s amazing for me to hear.”

OVING, PLAYFUL, and spectacularly 
well made, Super 8 is easily the best 
summer movie of the year—of many 
years. And I make that declaration 
with full knowledge that the season 
has just begun. It’s been eons since a 
movie has conjured up such intense, 
specific feelings, images, memories, 
and nostalgic fantasies about American 
summertime youth—everyone’s American summertime 
youth, regardless of current age, nationality, sex, or 
climate. It’s been ages since adolescent innocence, 
fatherly authority, and everyday awe were in movie vogue. 
This irresistible story of middle-school-age kids who 
set out to make a zombie flick, accidentally witness a 
sensational train crash, and become involved in a tale of 
extraterrestrial mystery straight out of an E:7-era Steven 
Spie!berg pic may leave viewers dumbstruck: How have 
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we survived for so long on such a meager, 
high-cal, low-nutrition diet of processed 
summertime superhero sequels? 

Super 8 is an antidote to that emotional- 
vitamin deficiency. It’s also a great specimen 
of original storytelling grounded in a sophisti- 
cated respect for storytellers who have come 
before. Writer-director J.J. Abrams has 
described his movie as a love letter to the kind 
of Super 8 monsters-and-chases stuff he made 
as a boy, which were influenced by the Raiders/ 
Close Encounters sagas of Steven Spielberg, 
who himself made 8mm monsters-and- 
chases stuff as a boy. (Spielberg is a Super 8 
producer.) The loop works beautifully. 

As with Spielberg’s earlier, culture-changing 
pop sagas, the gigantic science-fiction mystery 
that drives the sci part of Abrams’ well-paced fi 
is awesome. (Why are secretive military troops 
so intent on taking charge of the wrecked train 
and its contents? What strange alien force is 
tearing out the town’s power lines and ripping 
the engines from cars?) But the human charac- 
ters involved are given equal weight. The cast— 
both the kid pals making their zombie movie 
and the adults around them—is the result of 
inspired blending. Among the younger players, 
15-year-old novice Joel Courtney holds the 
screen with his unteachably open-faced sweet- 
ness in the pivotal role of Joe, a boy experienc- 
ing first grief (with Spielberg-esque inevitability, 
his mother recently died) and first love (extra- 
terrestrially talented Elle Fanning plays the 
one girl among the boys). Among the adults, 
Friday Night Lights’ great Kyle Chandler is ideal 
as the town’s deputy sheriff (he’s Joe’s father, 
and a grieving widower himself), while The 
Walking Dead's Noah Emmerich slides 
expertly into the job of the sinister head of mili- 
tary operations who commandeers the town. 

Typical of such outstanding Abrams 
productions as Star Trek, Cloverfield, and 
TV's addictive megamystery Lost, Super 8 
wears its humor and knowledge lightly, both 
in screenplay and in production values. There 
is as much time available, in this lovely sum- 
mer movie, for a convenience-store dude to 
marvel at the invention of the Walkman (a 
personal stereo system!); for a couple of 
boy buddies to fight over a girl; for various 
bodies to be snatched in the best monster- 
movie tradition; and for townsfolk to gather, 
united in wonder at something astonishing 
happening in the sky. As a result, we gather 
in wonder too, aloft with pleasure. A

A Gay 
Dad and 
His Son 


Twelve years ago, director Mike Mills’ 
75-year-old father came out of the closet— 
an unexpected life change that became the 


Death doesn’t necessarily give you 
the final word in an argument. 
That’s what Mike Mills discovered 
in the course of writing the script 
for Beginners. In the R-rated film, 
which Mills also directed, Oliver 
(Ewan McGregor) learns who his 
father, Hal (Christopher Plummer), 
really is after his dad comes out of 
the closet at age 75, before dying of 
cancer five years later. Mills happens 
to be an expert on the subject: He 
went through the same experience 
with his own father, Paul, who died 
in 2004. “He just became so much 
more hot-blooded and engaged,” 
the filmmaker says. “It became a 
much more interesting and 
real relationship between 
me—his straight son—and 
my new gay dad. We would 
have these amazing con- 
versations about love. And 
then when he passed away, 
that conversation wasn’t 
over in my mind. So the 
script started where the 
conversation ended.” 

The movie, which 
debuted to positive buzz 
last fall at the Toronto Film 
Festival, unfolds in non- 
chronological flashbacks 
from Oliver’s point of view. 
We see memories of

and we got married,” Mills recalls. 
“T was like, aha! That was the night 
I could see how to talk about this. It 
isn’t just a narrow memoir, but 
actually reflects back into a larger 
historical conversation.” 

That said, Mills is quick to point 
out that while the movie does 
borrow directly from his own life 
(down to Hal’s Jack Russell terrier 
that Oliver inherits), 
Beginners isn’t strictly 
autobiographical. For

while in real life Mills is married to 
American artist/director Miranda 
July (You and Me and Everyone We 
Know). He also has two sisters who 
don’t exist on screen because Mills 
didn’t want to encroach on their pri- 
vacy. “They would have a different 
version of this,” he says. “My dad 
would have a really different ver- 
sion. My dad’s friends would have 
a really different version. I knew 
that when I started, and maybe 
that’s the only way I could tell this: 
knowing that I’m not writing the 
all-encompassing version of my 
dad and that people aren’t that 
simple. Life isn’t that simple. It 
gave me permission to blur the 
lines between fact and fiction.” 
Part of that blurring meant allow- 
ing Plummer to create his own char- 
acter, not an exact replica of Paul 
Mills. “Mike very wisely said to me, 
‘You can’t imitate my father, because 
you never knew him—/ barely knew 
him? He guided us very well, but he 
did leave us our freedom to do what

AD OMENS pile up fast in Ann 
Patchett’s sixth novel, which traces 
the Amazon adventures of 42-year- 
old Minnesota scientist Marina 
Singh. Her malaria pills arouse 
terrifying nightmares that leave 
her screaming in her sleep. Vicious 
insects swarm with “unimaginable 
velocity into eyes and mouths and noses,” while lethal 
lancehead snakes coil in the underbrush, ready to strike at 
any misstep. The airline loses her luggage. The local opera 
house even stages Gluck’s Orfeo ed Euridice, which is based, 
unsubtly enough, on Orpheus’ journey to hell. 

More ominous still are the reasons for Marina’s descent 
into the Brazilian wilderness. Her former teacher Dr. 
Annick Swenson has spent years pursuing a secret project 
sponsored by the company Marina works for, growing 
increasingly enigmatic. Has she gone rogue, like Kurtz in 
Heart of Darkness (an obvious source of inspiration)? A 
colleague of Marina’s, sent to check on Dr. Swenson, ends 
up dead under mysterious circumstances. Marina agrees 
to retrace his path in order to find out what happened to 
him—and, hopefully, to discover what Dr. Swenson is up to. 
The answers prove surprising, posing ethical and emotional 
questions that Marina must grapple with while confront- 
ing harsh conditions, a deadly anaconda, and her fraught 
past with the fascinating and 
difficult Dr. Swenson. 

State of Wonder is as over- 
stuffed as that all sounds, 
but it mostly works: The 
book’s dreamlike claustro- 
phobia weaves a spell 
even when far-fetched plot 
twists tip toward absurdity. 
Though it ultimately can’t 
match the subtler pleasures 
of Patchett’s previous 
voyage to South America, 
2001's gorgeous Bel Canto, 
it’s still a trip well worth 
taking.
